it -with any effect, whilst a "bhick fellow" 
can hurl it with tremcudous force round 
ft tree or a house and hit the marlc he in- 
tended. 


A friend of mine who traveled in 
Australia and spent some time among 
the natives, says a writer, told mc that 
one day "a black fellow," nourishing his 
boomerang,pointed laughingly to a pretty 
little green and red parrot that was sittini^ 
on a branch some distance away. 
The 
weapon was hurled apparently very wide 
of the mark; but it wont whirling round 
and round through the air, and catching 


]-)00r little Polly in its flight, knockcd 
her oil her pcrch, and leaving her dead 
on the ground came circling back again 
almost to the very feet of the thrower. 


It is remarkable that so sin^^ular a 
Aveapon should have been discovered or 
invented by peoplo so savage as the na- 
tives of Australia. 
It is used solely by 
them, for though the ancient Egyptians , 
had a throw-stick, and something similar 
is in use among some of the tribes of 
India, the curve of those weaiions differs 
from that of the boomerang, nor do wc 
know that they had the property of re- 
turnicg to the thrower. 
In illustration 
of the difficulty of using the boomerang, 
I may mention that none of my friends ' 
could do any execution with a very tine ' 
specimen of the weapon in my possession, 
though they were good enousih tuarksmen 
\vitli other missiles.—New Yp^h Journal

in the locality and its surroundings. The 
Java Sea, which separates Borneo from 
Java, contains over a thousand islands, 
great, and small- IMacassar Straits, to 
The ease of Borneo, contains almoss as 
many more. From Batavia, 
looking 


north, the Chinese Sea is studded -with 
islands for 2000 miles. It is an old sav- 
ing among sailors: 


"When nature created Borneo she 


meant that every man -who ever lived on 
the isiand should be a pirate." 


ThaE four-fifths of the coast pcop.'e 


have for the lasi 200 vears been enija^ed 
in this business, no oae doubts.

Malays hold the sea front, while the 
Dyaks and other tribes hold the interior. ; 
"While piracy by organized fleets no 
longer exists, every Malay crafc stands 
readj to do business on its own hook, I 
•was captured by a single craft, aad a 
small one at that. an:l will now give vou 
the particulars. 


Tiie Esglish Srni of Warner & Hill, at 


Batavia, employed three or four small 
trading schooners TO cruise amonjj the 
islands after fine woods, furs, 
shells, 


hides, roots, dyestuSs, etc. I vras left 
in Batavia oil an English steamer, my 
father having died on the voyage, and 
the firm spoken of gave me a berth on 
the Orient, one of their schooners. 
She 


was of ninety tons burden, and carried a 
Captain, mare, 
cook, 
two 
foremast 


hands and a boy. The Captain stood his 
watch turn at>d turn about, and the cook 
ivas on call as a sailor. This gave us 
three hands to a -vvatch, -which made 
handling the craft an easv -matter. We 
took out axes, hatchers, powder, lead, 
hces, seeds, shoes, and various trinkets. 
and more or less money, aad as an arma- 
ment -we Lad. seven or eight good mus- 
kets. This ->vas my third trip, and we 
Jeft Batavia for aa island called Anello.

Jlow to Act at a Fire. 


In a lecture before tho Society of Arts, 
London, JNlr. A. W. C. Ghean gave the 
following concise and simple diiection» 
how to act on tho occurrcnee of fires: 
Eire requires air; therefore, on its ap- 
pearance every effort should be made to 
oxcludoair; shut all doors and windows» 
By this means firo may bo coniined to 
a single room for a suilicient period to 
enable all tho inmates to be aroused and 
escape; but if tho doors and windows 
are thrown open, the fanning of tho wind 
and the draft will instantly cause the 
flames to increase with extraordinary 
rapidity. 
It must never bo forgotten 
that tho most precious moments are at 
tho commencement of a fire, and not a 
single second should bo lost in tackling 
it. 
In a room a table cloth can bo so 
used as id smother a largo sheet of flame, 
and a cushion may servo to beat it out; a 
coat or anything similar may be used 
With an equal successful result, 


Tho great point is presence of mind, 
calmness in dunger, action guided by 
reason and thougat. 
In all laige housu« 
buckets of water shou.d be placed on 
every landing, a little salt being put in- 
to the water. 
Always endeavor to at- 
tack the bed of afire; if you cannot ex- 
tinguish a fire shut the door when you 
make good your retreat, 
A wet silk 
handkerchief 
tied over tho eyes und 
nose will make breathing possible in the 
midst of much smoke, and a blanket 
wetted and wrapped around tlio body 
will enable a person to pass through a 
sheet of flamo in comparative satciy. 
Should a lady's dress catch fire, let the 
wearer at once lie down. 
lîolling may 
extinguish tho fire, but if not, anything , 
(woolen 
preferred) 
wrapped 
tightly 
around will effect thq desired purpobc.

Homo Mado Bread. 


I make my bread about G o'clock p. Jr. 
in winter, not so early iu summer. I take 
three pints of Hour in a pan (which I 
keep for the purpose), one largo table- 
spoon of salt and one small one of lard, 
and then add about three pints of quite 
warm water, perhaps a little more. 
I 
then make a smooth batter and add one 
compressed yeast caRo (dissolved in a ' 
little warm water), then knead, but not ' 
any more than is necessary. 
I leave mme 
real soft, bccau^ic it is not as light when 
kneaded too siiiT. 


After kneading, set in a warm place 
over night. 
In the morning put in tins 
and lot stand about half an hour to rise. 
Then bake in a moderate oven an hour. 
If the oven is too hot the broad will burn 
before it bakc:i through. 
J)o not knead 
the dough when you put in the tins. 
Just cut it out of tho pan and make into 
loaves of the size you wish. 
Wrap the 
bread up well when taken from the oven, 
to keep it from drying.—New 
Y o r k P r e s s ,

Hardy bulbs can be relied on for flow- 
ering. 
Hyacinths are among the most 
desirable for window culture. 
They re- 
quire free, dry and somewhat rich soil, 
and may be 
singly in very small pots, 
or in groups of three or more in pots of 
proportionate size. 
In planting make a 
cavity in tho earth half the depth of the 
bulb, bury lightly, then press iirmlydown 
till it is nearly covered. 
The Dutch va- 
rieties have large flowers, red, white, 
blue or yellow; the single are larger and 
richer than the double. 
The easiest 
grown arc the white Koman. Its flowers 
arc single and somewhat smaller than 
the Dutch; this is a profuse bloomer and 
sweetly fragrant. 
Tulips in all single 
varieties are good for house culture, and 
lavishly repay tho little care they de- 
mand. 
The great variety of colors, in- 
tense brilliancy 
and 
lovely shading 
make them a delight to all eyes. 
White 
narcissus, 
bearing 
small 
cup-shaped 
clusters of flowers, deliriously fragrant, 
is valuable for winter blooming, as also 
are the double Homan and colored sorts. 
Anemone fulgens is the best anemone, 
bearing a multitude of rich vermillion 
blossoms. 
The foliage of all this class 
is very ornamental.—JSturdy

How to Itoast Meats. 


Good beef should have a bright red 
color, not too dark, dry and tender to 
the touch, fat and with a smooth open 
grain. 


In roasting meats one of the principal 
points is to have it as juicy as possible. 


Wash the meat in cold water, wipe 
dry, singe with a hot iron, then place ^n 
a dripping pan; cover the top with a 
layer of suet one-half inch thick; add 
drippings 
to the pan until one inch 
deep, the pan should be at least four 
inches deep; place in a hot oven and 
slightly increase tho heat until done; 
allow thirty minutes for first pound 
and fifteen minutes for each additional 
pound. 
When done remo\e to a hot 
plate. 
Add one cup of hot v;ater to tho 
pan, after draining oil the drippings, 
let boil two or three minutes; then 
thicken with one tablespoonful of but- 
ter mi.xed with one of flour; add white 
pepper and salt to taste. 
Mushrooms, 
oysters, choppcd pickles or any flavor 
can be added to this gravy. 
Another 
•way is to wash, place in dripping jjan, 
add one cup of hot water and place at 
once in a hot oven, turn often until 
nicely browned on all sides; remove to 
a hot platter, pour tho drippings olT, add 
one cup of sweet milk, Jet boil one 
minute, thicken with one tablesjjftonful 
of flour and one of butter, let boil one 
or two mmules, then add salt, white 
pepper and cmnumon. 
It is then ready 
to serve. 
A French way ox roasting 
beef is to fake a sirloin roast, mix salt, 
pepper, cinnanom and cloves together, 
then with a uarrow-bladed knife make 
incisions about one inch deep on all sides 
of the meat; put a little of the spice in 
each with a small slice of garlic, 
Jtoast 
according to the directions given above.

CAPTURED J3Y MALAYS. 


I saw in a Singapore paper the other 
day the statement that no less than iive 
trading vesseh hailing from that port 
were long overdue from the Java Sea, 
and that there were grave reasons to fear 
they had fallen into the hands of 
the 
Malays. 
Such a statement has an odd 
sound to the reader who is not well posted 
in the locality and its surroundings. The 
Java Sea, which separates Borneo from 
Java, contains over a thousand islands, 
great and small. 
Macassar Straits, to 
the east of Borneo, contains almost as 
many more. 
From Batavia, 
looking 
north, the Chinese Sea is studded with 
islands for 2UÜ0 miles. 
It is an old say- 
ing among sailors: 


'^Wheu nature created Borneo 
she 
meant that every man who ever lived on 
the island should be a pirate." 


That i'our-lirtlis of the coast people 
have for the last 200 years been engaged 
in this business, no one doubts. 
The 
iMalays hold 
the sea front, while the 
Dyaks and other tribes hold the interior. 
While piracy by or^-anized 
fleets 
no 
longer exists, every Malay craft stands 
readj to do business on its own hook. 1 
•was captured by a sinprle craft, and a 
iimall one at that, and will now give you 
the particulars. 


The English lirm of Warner & Hill, at 
Batavia, employed three or fouv small 
trading schooners to cruise among the 
islands after fine \voods, furs, 
shells, 
hidos, roots, dyestulTs, etc. 
I was left, 
in Batavia oíE au English steamer, my 
father lumníT died on the vovai'e, and 
the tirm spoken of gave me a berth on 
the Orient, one of their schooners. 
She 
was of ninetv tons burden, and carried a 
Captain, 
mate, 
cook, 
two 
foremast 
hands and a boy» The Captain stood Jiis 
watch turn and turn about, and the cook 
-was on call as a sailor. 
This gave us 
three hands to a watch, which made 
handling the craft an easy matter. 
We 
took out axes, hatchets, powder, lead, 
lioes, seeds, bhoes, and vanous trinkets, 
and more or less money, and as an arma- 
ment Ave had seven or eight good mus- 
kets. 
This was my third trip, and we 
ieft Batavia for an island called Anello. 
This IS situated about forty miles south 
of the southeast point of Borneo, and at 
that time was an island containing about 
12UÜ peoj)le. 
We reached it after a 
pleasant run, and for tho next week were 
anchored in a bay on tho north side. 
In this time we liad secured about half a 
cargo, and at the end of the week were 
ready to up anchor and sail for another 
island to the south. 


The King of Audio 
wanted to prove 
his friendbJiip for ns, and therefore mude 
banquet to wliich all were invited, 
Ko 
doubt all Avould 
have gone, 
but that 
alternoon 
1 accidentally cut my ioot, 
and it pained nie so much that 1 begged 
to remain aboard 
as shipkeeper. 
All 
others went ashore at sundown. 
We lay 
within 2UU feet of the 
beach, and tho 
villiigo was right there. 
Several 
large 
jires were built, and I could see and hear 
most everything. 
It -svnsa warm, balmy 
jiight, and after a while 
1 lay down on 
deck, and, des2)ite the 
noise on shore, 
went to sleep. 
When I opened my eyes 
again some one was 
tying my wrists, 
having already neatly perfonned that job 
on my ankles. 
As I tried to sit up 1 re- 
ceived a smart tap on the head Ironía 
club, and u voice which 1 knew belonged 
to 1». Malay warned me to be quiet, i had 
picked up enough of the lingo to under- 
felund v/Jiat lie meant, 
and as 1 caught 
tight of iive or six otUerligures on deck, 
and also realized that tho schooner w^ts 
m motion, ilay back ami kcj>t quiet. 


Tho craft WAS in 
the hands of the 
Malays, 
They had sneaked into the har- 
bor under cover of darkness, 
cut 
her 
hempen cable, and she had drifted out 
with tho tide. 
She must have been a 
mile off shore when I awoke, for they 
now proceeded to get her head around 
and ^ive her sail. 
In about an hour tho 
leader of the gaug approached mc and 
cast off my bonds, and motioned me into 
fo'castlc, 
I wag glad enough to go, for 
I was in a terrible 
fright, 
I had seen 
Malays about Batavia often enough, but 
had been told that 
the 
r?al residents 
of Borneo were a cruel and savascc lot, 
and that 
an 
Englishman 
unfortunate 
enouirh to fall into their hands could 
hope for no mercy. 


There was a line and favorable breeze, 
and the fellows on deck knew how to 
handle the craft. 
She was kept going 
all night, and so flustered was I that my 
eyes did not shut for a minute. 
About 8 
o'clock in the morning we ran into a har- 
bor on the south side of the island of 
Laut, which is on the southeast const of 
Borneo, and s e p a r a t e d from the niainland 
by a narrow channel. 
As the anchor 
went down I was ordered on deck. 
We 
were in a land-locked harbor, and not 
over 100 feet off the beach. 
Right op- 
posite was a large village, and 
several 
hundred people had rushed down to the 
shore to yell and cheer, 
A dozen sam- 
pans were soon alongside, and into one 
of these I was placed and taken ashore. 
A white man was no great curiosity to 
the natives, even at that day, and I wiis 
scarcely noticed 
as I was 
conducted 
through the crowd to a hut in the centre 
of the village. 
There was only a mat 
hanging at the door, but they well knew 
that no guard was needed to keep rae 
there. 


It was noon before they gave me any- 
thing to eat or drink, and then 
I was 
told that I might walk about the village 
if I desired. 
I didn't care to take ad- 
vantage of the offer, but sat in the door 
of my hutand saw them haul the schooner 
ashore and land her cargo. 
There were 
over two hundred men engaged about her. 
While some broke out the cargo, others 
went stripping her of sails and cordage. 
Before dark there wa5 nothing left but a 
bare hull and two masts. 
The bowsprit 
and topgallant masts were sent ashore, 
and everything was taken out except the 
ballast. "l don't think they left a foot of 
rope or chain, and every board or beam 
they could get at was taken away. 
The 
last thing was cutting away thu 
masts. 
Soon after they went overboard the hull 
lloated oil the sand, and they then towed 
her out of the bav and scuttled her. 


As fast as the cargo was ianaed it was 
taken to two Inrge storehouses in the 
centre of the village, an 1 had our Cap- 
tain arrived at sundown in pursuit of his 
craft he would have found nothing what- 
ever on the beach to tell him what had 
occured. 
About dark a woman brought 
me food and drink, and seeing that 
I 
was ju pain with my foot she brought 
brouglit water and washed it and 
then 
bound it up with some bruised leaves of 
a Kuothing nature. 
She quite won my 
heart by her kindness, and I was led to 
hope that my lot might not be so wrctched 
after all. 
As far as I could see no guard 
was placed at the door, nor was any one 
appointed to watch me. 
There were as 
many as fifty sampans on the beach in 
plain view, and one night's pi 1 dd 1Xn^ 
to 


the south would have brought me to au 
island. 
They reasoned correctly, how- 
ever. I did not have the nerve to risk it, 
A boy at sea in a cauoc without food, 
water or compass would be as badly off 
as among the Malays on shore, 


Kext morning, after breakfast, the 
head man sent for me. 
Ho was a chap 
of great dignity and evil look, but the 
capture of the schooner had put him in 
good humor. 
He asked me where she 
belonged, how long she had been out, 
and mnny other questions, by which lie 
sought to asceitain what sort of an in- 
vestigation might follow. 
He examined 
my foot, which was now almost well, and 
then called in aa attendont, who conduct- 
ed me to the storehouses. 
The hoes, 
axes and hatchets were without handles, 
and I was now given to understand that 
I must go to work and tit them up. 
I 
wasn't much of a mechanic, but was 
pleased enough with the job, 
I over- 
hauled the carpenter's chest for tools, 
aud then started into the forest to search 
for timber. A dozen or more half-grown 
boys followed me, and while some of* 
.them were inclined to play me tricks to 
get up a laugh, they oii'ered me no vio- 
lence. 
Indeed, at the end ^ of half an 
hour we were all on a friendly footing. I 
found a tree which is called *»back ya'* 
in Borneo, but which lias the grain and 
fibre of English elm, T.here was one axe 
with a handle, w« having used it on 
shipboard. 
TJiis I had brought along, 
aud I now proceeded to fell the tree, 
which -was about a foot thick and very 
straight aud talK 
Tho boys were aston- 
ished 
beyond 
measure at iny way of 
handling the axe. 
The Bornese use a 
hatchet, and strike while squatted on the 
ground» It would have taken a man two 
hours to accomplish what 1 did in fifteen 
minute:^. 


I found the -svood ea^y to rive, and 
that day began a task wlujh occupied me 
for the next^three months. 
During this 
time I was fairly well used,though given

east of us. 
And hour before her coming 
I had seen a large native craft put in, 
and could not doubt that she belonged 
to my new owner.

I knew 
the forests to abound with venomous 
reptiles and savage wild beasts, and 1 
would be defenceless.

It had come ten o'clock at night, and 
I was about to quit my hiding place and 
go to the beach when there came a sud- 
den, an awful explosion. 
I was on ray 
feet aud was thrown down, and during 
the next minute the air seemed to be 
choked with flaming brands, while raany 
boards and sticks fell around mc. 
When 
I stood up and looked down into the vil- 
lage I saw only a great heap of debris, 
and that was on fire. I at once hastened 
to the spot, 
A few people were rushing 
around in a crazy way, and others were 
lying on the ground and shouting over 
the pain of their injuries. 
I could not 
see one single hut standing. 
I soon fig- 
ured out 
what had happened. 
The 
liquors and the powder were kept in the 
same storehouse. 
Some one hact been 
sent for more drink, and his carelessness 
had caused an explosion. 
No one paid 
the slightest attention to me, and after a 
few minutes [ ran down to tho beach. 
There were plenty of sampans there, and 
I selected one and hastily shoved off.

.attributed to the moisture of the whey, 
for the season was wet. 
There arc other 
^evidences that whey and milk-washings 
.are loaded with fertility. 
Let either of 
these bo thrown on the turf in the same 
.spot a number oC times, aud it will kill 
the grass. 
The stench soon arising from 
.such a spot iu warm weather is proof 
that these substanccs contain much ani- 
mal matter. 
Milk-washings should be 
,so disposed of as to conserve sweetness 
:and fertility at the same time.—New 
Yorh 
Tribune.

KliliPlNG CAlJliAGK IK WINTER. 


The different methods of keeping cab- 
ba^rc during the winter arc as numerous, 
almost, as are the varieties 
oE cabbage 
grown, and nearly all methods have their 
records of success and failure. 
There is 
no doubt that much depends 
upon the 
meteorological condition? of the winter, 
and that a method which proved 
emi- 
nently succcssful during a severe winter 
woukl give indiiTerent results during a 
mild or open one. 
The cabbage grower 
must therefore either strike a medium 
or else adapt his methods to suit the 
varying conditions of the winter. 
There 
arc two 
of the different methods of 
storing cabbage which we have found 
satisfactory. 
One is to select a high 
piece of ground to aliord natural drain- 
iirrc. 
A light mat or bed is made with 
dry straw, about the width of two cab- 
bage heads, aud as long as may be dc- 
sirkl. 
The cabbages arc pulled up,carc- 
fully carted to this placc aud then, hav- 
ing the outside 
leaves neatly 
closed 
against the heads, the plants arc placed 
roots uppermost on the 
straw, and as 
closely together as possible, making two 
compact rows. 
A few inches of straw 
are put carefully on the cabbage and 
eartn is thrown 
on gradually 
to the 
depth of about a foot, drawing in ^thc 
roots to form the top of a ridge. 
The 
earth is taken alongside of the row, thus 
affording additional drainage, while the 
mound while the mound when 
finished 
must be well packed down with the back 
of the spade. 
AVhen this is finished, a 
row of corn fodder is piled along each 
side to still further protect from the 
weather. 
This will keep off both rain 
and cold, if properly placed. 
In taking 
out any cabbage during winter, at once 
cover up the row to protect the remain- 
ing heads. 
Another method is to plant 
the cabbage roots downward instead or 
inverting them and then pursuing the 
same general plan as above. 
If there is 
a root cellar {not underneath the dwel- 
ling house, as vegetables should uever 
be stored there), 
the cabbago 
can be 
stored there in almost the same manner 
cxcept that no litter need 
be used, and 
instead of earth a small quantity of sand, 
there being but Mttle covering needed to 
protect from cold when thus sheltered, 
aud what is used being to keep the cab- 
bages from drying out. 
In whatever 
manner cabbages arc stored, if it is de- 
sired to keep in prime condition, the 
roots must not bo removed 
until the 
heads are needed for use or 
shipment
